San Jose, Costa Rica, F ebruary 
IS. 
(Correspondence of the Asso­ 
ciated P r e s s ) —The Irazu volcano, 
the largest and highest in Costa 
rica, aw akened and began a new 
period of violent 
activity after 
nearly two centuries of quietness. 
The previous rem arkable eru p ­ 
tion of this volcano took place in 
1723 when Costa Rica was tile 
poorest of the colonies under the 
crown of Spain. 
During that year 
the Irazu was in activity through­ 
out the whole year, em itting huge 
quantities of ashes, cinders, smoke 
vapor and gasses, and the m ani­ 
festation was followed by earth 
quakes. 
Then came a period of 
long rest. 
It fell into a deep slum ­ 
ber for nearly tw o hundred years. 
Now it lias aw akened again and 
is pouring outT without in terru p ­ 
tion, to rren ts of vapor, sublim ates 
and ashes, cinders and volcanic 
debris which, floating in th e air 
and carried by the air currents, 
have reached places 25 miles dis­ 
tan t from the crater. 
At the foot of this volcano lies 
the historical city 
of 
Cartago, 
three tim es destroyed by the col­ 
ossus and as often rebuilt by her 
inhabitants. 
During the present 


crisis Cart ago has 
suffered 
no 
harm as lier inhabitants, wiser 
through experience have rebuilt 
the city earthq uak e proof; 
and 
the emissions of the volcano have 
not reached Cartago, owing to the 
heavy winds prevailing and winch 
have blown them toward the val­ 
ley of San Jose. 
T housands of 
persons have visited the summit 
of the mountain range to see the 
two oceans, and the gigantic col­ 
umn of sm oke and gasses aim ing 
to the sky. 
The Irazu volcano stands 11,000 
feet above the sea level and about 
two hundred miles northwest of 
the P an am a Canal. 
Back in the 
prehistoric, 
ages, 
this 
volcano 
made formidable eruptions vomit­ 
ing to rren ts of lava, 
miles 
in 
length, of which there are traces 
to be seen yet. 
Perhaps nothing 
sim ilar will now happen; but the 
Costa Rican people always bear in 
mind the prediction of Humboldt 
who foretold th a t the Central Am­ 
erican and 
P anam a 
Isthm uses 
were doom ed to be swallowed by 
the w aters of both oceans, m ak ­ 
ing a^Jjroader canal than th e one 
th at A merican genius built across 
th e Isthm us of Panam a.
